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In preparing this paper my difliculty has not 
been lack of material, but rather to decide how 
much to leave out and yel retain the essential 
facts of each Act and Order. What I have done, 
then, is to mention each Act and Order and 
outline the important points. Those wlo are 
familiar with the legislation connected with 
animal diseases will not expect to hear anything 
to-day other than a very sketchy outline of il. 
Mention will be made of every Act and every 
Order at present in force in connection with 
diseases of animals in this country. 

There are two groups connected with legisla- 
tion: (1) Acts of Parliament and (2) Statutory 
Rules and Orders. 

I need hardly remind you that Acts are Bills 
which have passed through the Houses of Par- 
liament and have received their sanction. The 
Statutory Rules and Orders are made by the re- 
sponsible Government Department defined in the 
Act of Parliament. 

Concerning diseases of animals, there are eleven 
Acts to date. (1) First, there is the DISEASES or 
ANIMALS Act, 1894. This is the principal Act, and 
naturally it is the longest. In it are outlined all 
the general provisions for dealing with diseases 
and provisions as to the conduct of local authori- 
lies. The first three sections define the duties of 
the central authority and local authorities and 
also define the central authority as being the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries and local 
authorities as being the County Councils and the 
Borough Council in certain boroughs. 

Section 4 makes provision for notification of 
diseases to be given to police, and gives the 
Ministry powers to make orders stipulating what 
diseases shall be notified. 

Sections 7, 14, 15 and 16 give the Ministry 
powers to slaughter animals affected with cattle 
plague, contagious pleuro-pneumonia, foot-and- 
mouth disease and swine fever. Provision is also 
made for compensation. Section 19 gives the 
Ministry powers to make orders to provide for 
slaughter of diseased animals in diseases other 
than those four just mentioned. An example of 
this is found in the Tuberculosis Order, 1925. 


* Presented to the Scottish Metropolitan Divi- 
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Seclion 20 states the provisions regarding 
slaughter and compensation, the chief of these 
being—(1) Animals slaughtered under this Act 
belong to the Ministry or the local authority, and 
must be disposed of by the Ministry or the local 
authority; (2) if the Ministry or local authority 
receive more for salvage of carcasses than has 
been paid to the owner the difference must be 
paid to the owner; (3) the Ministry or local autho- 
rity can withhold compensation where the owner 
has been guilty of an offence against the Act. 

Section 22 is probably the most important in 
the Act. Here the Ministry is given powers to 
make Orders for prevention or checking disease 
and for other purposes. It includes practically 
everything connected with (a) diseases of animals, 
(b) carcasses, (c) transport of animals, and (d) 
powers to extend the definition of the words 
* disease” and of *‘ animals ” so as to include any 
kind of four-footed animal. Under this section 
the Ministry is also given powers to authorise 
local authorities to make regulations. Sections 24 
and 25 relate to Foreign or Imported Animals 
(See Section 3, Act 1922: not applicable to 
Ireland). Here the Ministry is given discretionary 
powers to prohibit the landing of imported 
animals, carcasses, dung, etc. Imported animals 
which are allowed to land must be slaughtered 
at the port of landing, but by Section 27 the 
Ministry is given powers to make orders to allow 
imported animals intended for exhibition or othér 
exceptional purposes to be landed subject to 
quarantine instead of slaughter, and Section 28 
allows the Ministry to make the Channel Islands 
and Isle of Man exceptions to Sections 24 and 
25 (Section 29. Orders 24 and 25, etc., to be laid 
before Parliament). Sections 31 to 42 deal with 
provisions applicable fo local authorities as to 
appointment of committees, provision of mar- 
kets, purchase of land, etc. I wish specially to 
draw attention to Section 35, for here it is made 
compulsory for every local authority to appoint 
and keep appointed at least one’ veterinary in- 
spector. 

Section 43 makes it compulsory for the police 
to enforce the provisions of this Act. This means 
that inspectors can always obtain the service of : 
the police in connection with their duties. By 
Section 44 inspectors are given powers of entry 
into any premises where animals are kept, to 
ascertain if disease exists or if provisions of this 
Act and Orders are being complied with. The 
penalties for offences are dealt with in Sections 
51, 52 and 53: an offender is liable to a fine not 
exceeding £50, or, if more than 10 animals are 
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involved, not exceeding €5 per animal. For cer- 
tain offences the penalty may be one or two 
months imprisonment in lieu of fine at discretion 
of the Court. 

Somewhere in each Act or Order is a section 
or article giving the interpretation of certain 
words used. It is essential to refer to Section 59 
of this Act for the meaning of certain words, e.g., 
“animals” means cattle, sheep, goats, ruminants 
and swine. The meaning of the same word may 
differ in different Orders. 

That, then, is a very brief summary of the 
principal Act. I have very little to say about 
the remaining Acts, as most of them = simply 
amend certain sections of the principal Act. 

(2) Tuk Diseases or ANIMALS Act, 1896, amends 
Section 24 of the principal Act relating to Im- 
ported Animals. 

(3) Tue DISEASES OF ANIMALS Act, 1903, gives 
the Ministry powers to make orders for periodic 
dipping of sheep. 

(4) Tuk Diseases or ANIMALS Act, 1909, makes 
it compulsory for local authorities to pay a fee 
not exceeding 2s. 6d. to a velerinary surgeon in 
respect of notification of disease. 

(5) Diseases or ANIMALS Act, 1910, deals with 
exportation of horses. Here it is made illegal to 
ship any horse from Great Britain outside the 
Brilish Islands unless it is certified by a veterinary 
inspector to be fit for transport and to be worked 
without suffering. This part, re work, was added 
by (6) Acr or 1914. There are certain exemptions 
to the veterinary examination, and we shall see 
later that this examination only applies to horses 
shipped to a port in Europe. 

(7) Tuk Poutrry Acr, 1911, gives the Ministry 
powers, under Section 22 of principal Act, to 
make orders for protecting poultry from suffer- 
ing, ete. 

(8) IMporTATION OF ANIMALS Act, 1922, makes 
provision for the landing in Great Britain of 
Canadian store cattle without being dealt with 
and slaughtered at port of landing as prescribed 
in the principal Act. This Act also exempts 
Ireland from the provision of Section 24 (ie., 
slaughter of imported animals). It also provides 
that no compensation will be paid for animals 
slaughtered in a landing place on account of 
disease (imported animals are defined as being 
animals brought to Great Brilain, and “imported” 
is substituted for “ foreign” in principal Act and 
* Great Britain for United Kingdom by sub- 
stituting “ imported” for “ foreign” and “ Great 
Britain ” for “United Kingdom”’—principal Act— 
Ireland became subject to slaughter at port of 
landing, so had to be exempted.) 

(9) IMPORTATION OF PEDIGREE ANIMALS Acr, 1925, 
vives the Ministry powers to make Orders allow- 
ing the landing of pedigree animals brought from 
H.M. Dominions and to be subject to quarantine 
instead of slaughter. 

(10) Tne DISEASES OF ANIMALS Act, 1925, makes 
provision for the repayment to local authorities

of three-quarters of compensation paid for animals 
slaughtered under the Tuberculosis Order, 1925. 

(11) THe Diseases OF ANIMALS AcT, 1927, repeals 
certain sections of the principal Act and increases 
the penalties for offences. 


The Orders 


Now we come to the consideration of the Orders 
made under these Acts. We can divide them into 
three groups: (1) those dealing with specific 
diseases; (2) those dealing with importation and 
exportation; and (3) general Orders. 

(1) First, there is the ANIMALS (NOTIFICATIONS 
oF DISEASES) OrpeER, 1919, which is of importance 
to veterinary surgeons, and especially  practi- 
tioners, for here it is laid down that a veterinary 
surgeon who suspects a notifiable disease must 
report the same to the inspector of the local autho- 
rity and also to the police in certain cases. In 
most cases the police are inspectors, so that 
all that is necessary is to report to the police. 
lor each report the veterinary surgeon is entitled 
to a fee of 2s. 6d. from the local authority. 

(2) DisEASES OF ANIMALS (DISINFECTION) ORDER, 
1926, lays down that disinfection prescribed by 
Orders of the Ministry must be done with 5 per 
cent. standard phenol or a disinfectant approved 
by the Ministry of Agriculture. 

(3) Epizoét1re ABORTION ORDER, 1922, has for its 
object the prevention of spread of epizoétic abor- 
tion. Here it is made an offence to expose in a 
market, sale, ete., a cow or heifer which has 
‘alved prematurely within two months preceding 
such exposure. It is also an offence to turn such 
a cow on to common land. 

I now refer to the Orders dealing with the 
* Nolifiable ” diseases. In recent years most of 
the Diseases Orders have been revised and brought 
up to date, with the result that, instead of hav- 
ing four or five Orders relating to each disease, 
we now have one or perhaps two. In connec- 
tion with each order I wish to give a brief out- 
line of the procedure from the veterinary point 
of view. 

ANTHRAX ORDER, 1928, makes this disease noti- 
fiable to the police, who serve Form A, declaring 
the place an “ infected place.” The local autho- 
rity veterinary inspector visits; if he suspects 
anthrax he gives a certificate accordingly and the 
carcass is disposed of by the local authority. At 
the same time he sends material to the Ministry 
for confirmation. If he does not suspect anthrax 
he certifies accordingly and the restrictions are 
withdrawn. 

GLANDERS OR FARCY ORDER, 1929, is in some 
ways similar to the Anthrax Order. If the local 
authority are satisfied that an animal is diseased 
or suspected they must slaughter it. Other 
animals on the same premises must be tested with 
mallein. A post-mortem must be made and 
material forwarded to the Ministry for confirma- 
tion, unless the L.A. veterinary inspector is satis- 
fied that glanders does not exist. 
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THE PARASITIC MANGE ORDER, 1911, AS AMENDED 
BY 1918 ORDER makes sarcoptic and psoroptic 
mange of horses, etc., notifiable. The local autho- 
rity veterinary inspector serves Form A if, in his 
opinion, the case is one of mange. The animal 
is treated with a dressing approved by the L.A. 
veterinary inspector. Form A remains in force 
until the L.A. veterinary inspector is satisfied that 
the animal is cured. 

TUBERCULOSIS ORDER, 1925, compels stock 
owners to notify certain types of tuberculosis in 
cattle. If reported cases come within the scope 
of the Order the animals are slaughtered and com- 
pensation paid. The amending Order, 1925, re- 
lates to the use of carcass for human consumption 
and that of 1931 reduces the minimum compen- 
sation to 30s. instead of 45s. 

Foot-AND-MoutTH DISEASE ORDER, 1928.—This 
disease is reported in the usual way to the police, 
who inform the local authority and the Ministry 
by telegraph. Form A, defining the infected 
place, is served and the L.A. veterinary inspector 
visits as soon as practicable. If he suspects foot- 
and-mouth disease he signs a certificate (Form C) 
and notifies the Chief Constable of district 
within five miles of the infected place. With the 
signing of Form C, a 5 miles area, radiating 
from the infected place, immediately becomes a 
standstill area. If the L.A. veterinary inspector 
does not suspect disease he takes no action, apart 
from seeing that the “ infected place” rules are 
observed. When the Ministry receive the report 
they also instruct one of their inspectors to 
examine the suspect; if he confirms the positive 
diagnosis of the L.A. veterinary inspector he may 
increase the standstill drea to 15 miles. If he is 
satisfied that the case is negative, the Ministry 
issue instructions for withdrawal of restrictions. 
In a positive case the Ministry declare an infected 
area of approximately 15 miles radius under the 
Foor-AND-MouTH DISEASE (INFECTED AREA KESTRIC- 
TIONS) OrpeR, 1925, and the area_ specified 
becomes subject to the conditions of this Order. 
It is at the Ministry’s discretion whether animals 
are slaughtered or not, and at present the Minis- 
try usually adopts the slaughter policy. Provi- 
sion is made, however, by Foot-AND-MoutTu ORDER, 
1930, for the treating of in-contact animals with 
serum. 


In connection with foot-and-mouth disease there 


are two subsidiary Orders, viz.:—(1) Fool-and- 
Mouth (Boiling of Animal Food Stuffs) Order, 
1932, which makes it compulsory to keep food 
stuffs of animal origin out of contact with animals 
until food is boiled; and (2) Foot-and-Mouth 
(Packing Materials) Order, 1925, which prohibits 
packing hay or straw to be used for any other 
purposes, except packing. If not used as pack- 
ing it must be destroyed. 

SwINE Fever OrperRS, 1908, 1911, 1912, 1916, 
1917.—These Orders have not been revised to date, 
hence the number. The 1908 Order makes the 
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disease notifiable. The police telegraph the 
Ministry, who instruct a veterinary inspector to 
visit and make enquiry and report to the Minis- 
try. If the Ministry decide that swine fever 
exists, the premises are kept in isolation until 
pigs are all slaughtered or until disease ceases 
to exist. If disease is not confirmed the restric- 
tions are withdrawn. The amending Order of 
1911, etc., relate to dealers’ registers, disinfection, 
licences and restrictions. Closely associated with 
swine fever is the REGULATION OF MOVEMENT OF 
SWINE ORDER, 1922, which contains provisions for 
the prevention of spread of the disease. This 
Order does not apply to Scotland at present, as 
the scheduled area is confined to England. 

SHEEP SCAB OrDER, 1928, is a long Order. Disease 
is reported and restriction notices served as in. 
anthrax. If the L.A. veterinary inspector suspects 
scab he must send a report (D) to the owner and 
to the local authority. If the owner is not satis- 
fied he may within three days give notice to the 
local authority, who must send material to the 
Ministry, who decide whether scals exists or not. 
If no notice of objection is given the L.A. veteri- 
nary inspector signs his certificate of confirmation 
and such certificate is conclusive evidence of 
scab. Affected sheep are dipped until cured and 
in-contacts are double-dipped. Provision is also 
made for movement and double-dipping areas, 
which are declared by the Ministry. 

The Amending Order, 1930, gives the local 
authority powers to slaughter .ownerless sheep 
coming within the scope of this Order. 

RABIES OrpdER, 1919, makes it compulsory for 
the local authority to slaughter all dogs or cats 
affected or suspected of rabies. There have been 
no outbreaks of rabies in this country since 1922. 

As regards the remaining notifiable diseases, 
namely, sheep pox, cattle plague, contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia and = epizodtic lymphangitis, 
these diseases were eradicated from this country 
in 1850, 1877, 1898 and 1906 respectively. With 
the present importation regulations in force, I do 
not think we are likely to see them again, but 
should they reappear there are Orders for deal- 
«ng with them. 


EXPORTATION AND IMPORTATION ORDERS 

(1) Exeorrarion oF Horses, ASSES AND MULES 
OrpER, 1910, AS AMENDED By 1919.—-This Order 
amends the Act of 1910 so as to exclude all horses, 
etc., shipped to non-European countries from the 
prescribed veterinary examination before «ship- 
ment. It also authorises the Ministry to issue per- 
mits for shipment of horses where they think an 
examination is unnecessary. <A fee of 5s. per 
horse is charged for the examination. 

(2) ExportTATION AND TRANSIT OF HORSES, ETC., 
Orpver, 1921.—-This Order makes provision for 
the transport of horses by sea and rail. It is a 
long Order and goes into great detail as to size of 
stalls, ete. Provision is also made for prevention 
of carriage of unfit horses by sea or rail. 
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(3) QUARANTINE STATIONS (REGULATIONS) ORDER, 
1928, provides for the quarantine in this country 
of animals for export to satisfy regulations of such 
importing countries. Animals must be certified 
free from disease before being admitted to the 
quarantine station. Animals are also admitted to 
quarantine station from Northern Ireland, Irish 
Free State and Channel Islands under similar 
conditions. 

These are the only Orders dealing with exporta- 
tion of animals, but one must remember that im- 
porting countries will also have legislation con- 
cerning importation of animals into their coun- 
tries just as we have in this country, so that before 
exporting a horse, say, to Australia, we must 
ascertain the regulations governing importation 


.of horses to Australia. 


Importation._-There are more Orders dealing 
with importation of animals, carcasses, etc., than 
with exportation. 

(1) ANIMALS (IMPORTATION) ORDER, 1930.—-This 
is the main Order regulating importation of 
animals. It prohibits the importation of cattle, 
sheep, goats, all ruminants and swine from all 
countries except Ireland, Channel Islands, Isle of 
Man, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, U.S.A., Ice- 
land, and Faroe Islands (swine not allowed to land 
from U.S.A.). Animals landing from these coun- 
tries must be slaughtered at the port of landing, 
with exceptions in the case of animals from 
Ireland, Channel Islands, Isle of Man and 
Canada, which are subject to provisions of special 
Orders. Provision is made for the importation 
of “exceptional animals” from any country; 
these are subject to quarantine instead’ of 
slaughter. 

(2) ANIMALS (LANDING FROM IRELAND, CHANNEL 
ISLANDS AND ISLE OF MAN) OrpeER, 1923.--This 
Order allows the landing of animals from these 
countries subject to animals being accompanied 
by a health certificate signed by a Government 
veterinary inspector. When landed, animals are 
examined by veterinary inspectors of the Ministry, 
and detained for 10 hours for purposes of feeding, 
watering, resting and tagging. They then may be 
moved under licence to farms, markets and 
slaughterhouses. 

(3) IMPORTATION OF CANADIAN CATTLE ORDER, 
1923, applies to Canadian store cattle only. Other 
Canadian cattle may be imported, but must be 
slaughtered at the port of landing as prescribed 
by the Importation Order, 1930. Conditions of 
landing of store cattle are similar to those for 
Irish cattle. After examination the cattle may be 
moved to farms, ete., under licence. 

(4) IMPORTATION OF DoGs AND CATS ORDER, 1928, 
makes it unlawful to import dogs, ete., into Great 
Britain from any other country except Ireland, 
Channel Islands and Isle of Man, unless the Minis- 
try has authorised the landing. When landed the 
dog must be isolated on premises approved by the 
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Ministry for six months, the object, of course, 
being to prevent the introduction of rabies. 

(5) IMporvTATION OF HoRSES, ASSES AND MULES 
(GREAT BRITAIN) ORDER, 1921.—Horses_ from 
Ireland, Channel Islands and Isle of Man are 
exempted from provision of this Order. Horses 
may be landed from any country if accompanied 
by a veterinary surgeon’s certificate of the district 


of origin stating that the animal is free from, 


disease and has passed the mallein test within 
10 days previously. Horses may be landed from 
Iceland and Faroe Islands without a veterinary 
certificate at Edinburgh and Neweasile only, but 
must be examined by a veterinary surgeon before 
being allowed to leave the docks. 

(6) IMPORTATION OF CARCASSES (PROHIBITION) 
ORDER, 1926, prohibits the importation of car- 
casses of cattle, sheep, pigs or goats brought from 
Europe—lIceland, Ireland, Channel Islands and 
Isle of Man excepted-—unless carcasses are fully 
cured ham or bacon. Hides and skins are 
exempted under certain conditions only. It may 
be of interest to recall that this Order was issued 
on account of an outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease at Carluke in 1926 being traced to im- 
ported pig carcasses. 

(7) FOREIGN HAy AND STRAW ORDER, 1912, pro- 
hibits the landing of hay and straw from all coun- 
tries except a few countries which are much the 
same as those from which animals (cattle, sheep, 
ete.) are permitted to land. The Order does not 
apply to packing hay or straw or to manufactured 
straw. 


General Orders. 


(1) ANIMALS (SEA TRANSPORT) ORDER, 1930, does 
not apply to vessels carrying animals between 
ports in Great Britain, Ireland, Channel Islands 
and Isle of Man, as such vessels are subject to 
the Transit Order, 1927. This Order lays down 
conditions for protection of animals during trans- 
port by sea. 

(2) TRANSIT OF ANIMALS ORDER, 1927, AS AMENDED 
BY 1931 ORvER lays down conditions for the pro- 
tection of animals carried by sea, railway and 
by road vehicle. It also includes provisions for 
disinfection of vessels, trucks and road vehicles 
used for conveyance of animals. 

(3) ANIMALS (MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS) ORDER, 
1927, gives the Ministry powers to issue licences 
authorising things to be done contrary to any 
Order. Provision is made for ascertaining value 
for compensation in case of non-agreement. It 
also makes it illegal to dig up the carcass of any 
animal that has been buried. 

(4) CONVEYANCE OF LIVE POULTRY ORDER, 1919, 
makes provision for the protection of poultry 
during transit and during exposure for sale. 

(5) ConTROL oF DoGs ORvER, 1930, prescribes for 
the wearing of collars bearing the name and 
address of owner, except in cases of packs of 
hounds, sporting and sheep dogs, while actually 
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being used for those purposes. It is an offence 
to allow a dog on a highway without a collar. 

MARKETS, SALE AND LAIRS ORDER, 1925, pre- 
scribes conditions under which markets or sales 
may be held within 24 days on the same premises. 
Markets may be held on premises within 24 days 
if accommodation is paved so as to be capable 
of being disinfected and is disinfected after each 
sale. 

(7) MOVEMENT OF ANIMALS (RECORDS) ORDER, 
1925, makes it compulsory for stock owners to 
keep records of movement of stock from one place 
to another. Records must be made within 36 
hours after movement of stock. 

That, then, concludes this survey of the Acts 
and Orders, but before concluding | wish to re- 
mind you that all of these Acts and Orders are 
issued together in the Handbook of the Diseases of 
Animals Acts and Orders. The book is indexed, 
and it is a simple matter to look up any particular 
Order in a few seconds. Veterinary inspectors 
are in possession of this book, and but for it I 
am afraid many of us would find ourselves at times 
at sea, for no individual is acquainted with every 
detail of the Acts and Orders, and difficulties 
do crop up, compelling one to refer to the book 
for guidance. 


Discussion 


Mr. A. Gorron, who was called upon by the 
President (Professor Mitchell) to open the dis- 
cussion, said that Mr. Cameron had presented a 
very excellent summary of the Diseases of 
Animals Acts and Orders. Without detracting in 
any way from the excellence of the paper, he 
felt that the subject was rather difficult to dis- 
cuss because it dealt with definite facts. One 
could only attempt to amplify what had been 
said by Mr. Cameron, from one’s own experience 
in the operation of the Acts and Orders. 

Mr. Cameron had given an excellent piece of 
advice at the conclusion of his paper when he 
said it was always advisable to refer to the 
particular Order concerned before giving an 
opinion on any eer which was raised. Only 
a super-man could hope to be word-perfect in 
the Orders and it was both wiser and safer to 
delay giving an opinion, so as to permit of time 
for reference, rather than give advice which might 
have to be withdrawn later. 

The 1894 Act defined the duties of inspectors 
under the Act, and there was sometimes a doubt 
in the minds of veterinary inspectors as to 
whether they had the same powers and respon- 
sibilities as inspectors under the Act. The 
veterinary inspector had equal powers, plus cer- 
tain additional duties and responsibilities de- 
pendent upon his qualifications as a veterinary 
surgeon. he police were required to enforce 
the Act and Orders made thereunder, but police 
constables did not thereby automatically become 
inspectors under the Act. police constable 
only became an inspector on appointment as such 
by the local authority. In county areas, in Scot- 
land at least, it was almost invariably the prac- 
tice to appoint all police constables as inspectors 
under the Act, and, in county administration, 
this was a desirable and convenient arrangement. 
In the city areas a similar arrangement was not 
necessary, and, as a rule, only a few constables 
were appointed, 


It was very desirable that a veterinary inspector 
of a local authority should, on taking up appoint- 
ment, establish working relations with the police 
in his area. The arrangements made would vary 
as between county and town areas. in the former 
the Chief Constable was usually the chief execu- 
tive officer of the local authority under the Act, 
whilst in the latter the veterinary cflicer was 
perhaps more frequently the chief executive 
officer and his responsibilities were correspond- 
ingty greater. In either case, the veterinary in- 
spector and the police contacted in numerous 
ways in carrying out their respective duties under 
the Act, and it contributed greatly to smooth and 
harmonious working if arrangements were made 
which ensured close co-operation. 

It was most essential, and especially so when 
a veterinary inspector was chief executive oflicer, 
to keep right up-to-date with amendments of the 
various Orders as and when they were issued. 
In no other way could one hope to act up to 
one’s responsibilities. Quite often when an 
amendment was issued to an Order which had 
only very recently been promulgated, it would 
appear at first sight as though there were no 
adequate reason for the amendment. It could 
be taken for granted, however, that there was 
always a definite reason behind an amendment. 
Probably someone had discovered a not very 
apparent loophole which the Ministry considered 
of sufficient importance to endeavour to close by 
the issue of an amending Order. In illustration, 
he would refer to the Transit of Animals (Amend- 
ment) Order of 1930, which contained a proviso 
that, when consecutive journeys were made on 
the same day between the same two points, the 
washing and disinfection of road vehicles, used 
for carrying animals, required by the Order, 
would be sufficiently met, if the vehicle were 
washed after the conclusion of the last journey. 
At his instance, proceedings had been taken in 
a case in which a number of calls had been made 
and animals loaded at different premises during 
the course of the consecutive journeys between 
the same two end points. In Court, they were 
met with the defence that, in the Order, as ex- 
pressed, the two end points of the consecutive 
journeys were all that mattered, and that the 
owner of the vehicle might call where he liked 
in the course of the journeys and load or dis- 
charge animals without breach of the Order 
provided his vehicle was washed and disinfected 
on the conclusion of the last journey. After a 
great deal of evidence a conviction was recorded, 
but it was by no means certain that the convic- 
tion would have been upheld had an appeal 
been lodged. The facts were submitted to the 
Ministry and, in an amending Order which was 
issued shortly thereafter, the intention of the 
Order was made clear, that, in respect of con- 
seculive journeys, they were to be considered as 
consecutive only when animals were conveyed 
between the same two end points without call- 
ing at intermediate points for the loading or dis- 
charging of animals. 

The Orders of the Ministry conferred on local 
authorities a good deal of power to make regu- 
lations and, generally, the veterinary inspector 
was called on to advise his local authority when 
such regulations were proposed to be made. It 
was always necessary to remember that a local 
authority was only empowered to make regula- 
tions for the protection of its district against in- 
troduction of disease or for the prevention of the 
spread of disease. There was no power under 
the Act to make regulations for the protection of 
trade interests, although, in the past, local autho- 
rities had made regulations which could not be 
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freed from the suspicion that they had been 
made primarily in the interests of trade, though 
nominally made for the purpose of protection 
against disease. The Ministry of Agriculture had 
very largely checked this type of local legislation 
by requiring that regulations made by local autho- 
rities must, in the majority of cases at least, be 
confirmed by the Ministry before they became 
operative. It was also necessary to satisfy one’s 
self that draft regulations, as submitted for one’s 
criticism and observations, would accomplish 
what they were intended to effect. He instanced 
a case in which a local authority had decided 
that Irish cattle would not be admitted into their 
district except direct from an authorised landing 
place and they framed regulations for this pur- 
pose. He had licensed some Irish cattle into ihe 
area concerned and, after arrival of the cattle, 
had received a very sharp letter from the Chief 
Constable of the County pointing out that he had 
authorised a movement which was prohibited by 
the regulations made by his local authority, a 
copy of which was enclosed. He replied point- 
ing out that the regulations permitted the move- 
ment of Irish cattle into the district, provided 
the movement were in accordance with the 
Animals (Landing from Ireland) Order, but did 
not exclude authorised markets or confine the 
movement to animals passing direct from a land- 
ing place. Until their attention was thus drawn 
to the fact, the local authority did not appear 
to have realised that their regulations did not im- 
pose the limitations which they had intended 
should be imposed. 

He hoped that his somewhat discursive re- 
marks would help to stimulate the discussion 
on Mr. Cameron’s paper. 

Professor R. G. Linton said he appreciated what 
Mr. Cameron had just presented to them very 
much indeed, particelarly as it was a_ subject 
which he had to teach. He hoped the paper 
would be printed, for he was sure it would save 
him a great deal of trouble and work if. this 
were done. Ile remembered talking to a man 
who was in an exalted position on the veterinary 
staff of the Ministry, and he was told that there 
was one man (a clerk to the Ministry staff) who 
knew all the Acts and Orders. He wondered if 
it was possible for any man to know all the 
regulations thoroughly. It was gratifying to 
note how the various Orders anent the same 
disease were being embodied in one single Order 
and he often wondered if it were not possible 
to group more than one disease under the same 
Order. 

He had one or two definite questions to ask. 
Why was it necessary for the prohibition of 
digging up of carcasses to be mentioned in so 
many Orders? 

Was there any provision for authority to 
slaughter animals affected with —epizodtic 
lymphangitis? 

In connection with transit of animals and 
carrying animals likely to calve, what advice 
could be given as to how it could be decided 
whether the cow were likely to calve or not? 

Was there any regulation of floor space in 
vehicles for various animals and, if not, how 
could one say whether or not there was over- 
crowding? 

In the case (which Mr. Gofton had mentioned) of 
the Fat Stock show and the Foot-and-Mouth 
(Packing Materials) Order, did not the fact that 
animals are sold at this show mean that the 
Order had a definite application to this specific 
case? 

Mr. Esmonp Brown supposed he had suffered 
as much as anyone present under the Acts and 
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Orders. He greatly appreciated Mr. Cameron’s 
paper and realised how much work was involved 
in its. preparation. He subscribed to almost 
everything Mr. Gofton had said. It was absolutely 
essential to have the Order beside one when 
giving an opinion, as it was impossible to be 
definite without it. He doubted if any particular 
point could be looked for and found in a few 
seconds (as Mr. Cameron had said), as it was 
necessary to read the Order and then possibly 
to find cross references: also it might be neces- 
sary to look back further to see under what head- 
ing a particular paragraph fell. He could re- 
member someone ringing up on the telephone, 
asking a specific question about regulations at 
a port of landing and suggesting that a certain 
action was necessary. He knew the suggestion 
was wrong, bul when he looked up the Order 
it appeared to be right until he found that the 
part of the Order he was reading came under the 
heading of “ Articles which apply when disease 
exists.” 

Mr. H. M. Witson thanked Mr. Cameron and 
asked if, after Iceland ponies had been examined 
at the port, any further trace of them was 
kept. He mentioned a small book which he had 
found most useful. It was entitled, “ What to 
do and when to do it.” 

Dr. J. Russect. GreiGc thanked Mr. Cameron for 
an excellent resumé; he appreciated it all the 
more as he remembered making a similar attempt 
at one time and it was a very difficult’ matter 
to summarise all the information that was con- 
tained in the Acts and Orders. He wished that a 
summary could be drawn up and written in a way 
which they could all easily understand, but he 
appreciated the fact that this would very soon 
be out of date and could not be quoted as an 
authority for any opinion. 

Major R. G. ANpERSON said he had been very 
interested in Mr. Cameron’s paper. He admitted 
that he was not au fait with all that the Handbook 
contained, but was relieved to know that men on 
the Ministry were in the same position. He would 
like to mention the question of “ hefting ” of cows 
at markets, for he felt that litthe was done to 
mitigate it. He wished that more definite in- 
struction might be issued; for instance, that it 
might be made obligatory to milk within a cer- 
tain number of hours before the market, and then 
it might be possible to take some definite action.

Mr. CAMERON said he would first like to thank 
them for their patient hearing and for the good 
discussion. He thought they were particularly 
fortunate in having Mr. Gofton to open the dis- 
cussion in such an able way and to give them 
the benefit of his experience. 

Professor Linton had asked a few pointed ques- 
tions, one of which Mr. Brown had already 
answered. The reason why the prohibition of 
digging up carcasses was mentioned in more 
than one Order was because in most Orders 
the definition of the word “animals” did not 
include all the animals with which we dealt. 
The only Order in which all the animals were 
included in the definition was the Animals (Mis- 
cellaneous) Provisions Order, 1927. licence 
from the Ministry might be obtained to allow 
a carcass to be dug up if this was necessary. 

The Ministry had authority to make an Order 
for the purpose of providing for slaughter of 
ruminants affected with epizoétic lymphangitis. 

In connection with the Transit Order, it was 
rather difficult to answer the question about judg- 
ing whether a cow was likely to calve; he thought

PYELO-NEPHRITIS AND RENAL 
CALCULI 


I. J. TAYLOR, M.R.C.V.S.

Subject.—Black cocker spaniel biteh (minia- 
ture), three years old. She was rather too fat 
and lethargic in temperament to be used for 
sporting purposes, «and had consequently 
degenerated into a canine luxuriant house pet. 
the result being the condition already described. 

History and Treatment.—Always tired rapidly, 
and usually declined invitations for exercise. 
Careful observation revealed a frequent desire 
to micturate, which, the owner states, did not 
appear to cause pain, or any degree of effort, 
and he is quite sure she did not pass blood- 
stained urine (I rather doubt this myself.) On 
December 24th, she was brought to me, as she 
was dull, cold, and refusing food, and had been 
repeatedly sick; temperature 100°2°; mucous 
membranes pale and petechial; extremities and 
skin cold, the latter feeling like wet leather to 
the touch. A stimulant febrifuge treatment was 
audopted—hot soda bath, and massage, diet 
limited to Benger’s Food, small doses of 
“ Kaylene ’’ and bismuth salicylate to check the 
emesis. On Christmas Day I was urgently sum- 
moned to attend her as she had practically 
collapsed from what appeared to me an internal 
hremorrhage; her temperature now dropped to 
96° and her mucous membranes had become 
almost white. I administered pituitrin, camphor 
and adrenalin subcutaneously, and nux vomica 
and brandy in small doses by the mouth. She 
died, however, the same night—possibly, I began 
to think, as a result of my somewhat too energetic 
treatment. 

The post-mortem revealed all organs normal 
except the following :— 

The heart was dilated, and surrounded with 


if there was no definite sign of immediate calving 
the cow could be allowed to be sent off. 

There was no_ provision for floor space in 
vehicles and one had to use one’s judgment with 
regard to overcrowding. 

Replying to Mr. Wilson, Mr. Cameron said 
that after Iceland ponies had been examined at 
the docks by a veterinary surgeon, who granted 
a certificate of freedom from disease, there was 
no need for further tracing the animals. At 
all events, the Order did not provide for it. 

Mr. Cameron said he knew the book Mr. Wilson 
had mentioned.

Major Anderson had mentioned the “ hefting ” 
of cows at markets and had suggested that regu- 
lations should be made along certain lines. It 
would be difficult to enforce an Order providing 
for milking at certain times, and he thought the 
provisions of the Protection of Animals Act were 
amply sufficient. 
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an inflammatory pericardial sae containing a 
flaky, blood-stained fluid. 

One kidney was enlarged and nodular ex- 
ternally (both kidneys were left intact for 
pathological examination). 

The mucous membrane of the bladder was 
studded with what appeared to me to be multiple 
melanotiec tumours; the content otherwise was 
a rather thick blood-stained urine. The bladder 
wall was much thickened and the organ showed 
signs of contraction. 

I append Dr. Sheather’s pathological find- 
ings :— 

** Microscopie examination of sections from 
the kidneys shows that, in addition to the calculi 
present in the pelvis of each of them, there was, 
as might have been expected, a condition of 
pyelo-nephritis. There was no evidence of 
tumour formation in the kidneys. Sections of 
the bladder show that there was some cystitis 
and that the dark, nodular lesions were greatly 
distended blood vessels, and not melanomata.” 


INTESTINAL CALCULI IN THE 
HORSE 


W. TWEED, M.R.C.V.S., D.V.S.M.

Recently we have lost two horses in a Cor- 
poration stable from the presence of these 
saleuli, and another horse in the stable is known 
to have passed a small calculus in his freces. 

The first horse died from volvulus, and on 
post-mortem 12 large tlat-shaped calculi were 
present in the cecum and colon, ranging from 
three inches to nine inches in diameter. 

The second horse died from rupture of the 
ileum and a caleulus three inches in diameter 
was lodged in this part of the bowel. Three 
more large round ealeuli, each the size of a 
football, were found in the cecum of this horse. 

The presence of the calculi often appears to 
cause little inconvenience provided they are 
located in the cecum or colon, The first horse 
never had a previous attack of colic and the 
second horse only one previous to that following 
which death took place. 

The third horse suffers from recurrent colic 
which has so far disappeared on treatment with 
arecoline (1 gr.), but the wisdom of arecoline 
treatment in this stable is doubtful. 

The cause of these calculi is indefinite; the 
food supply is of the best quality and the horses 
get regular work. 

One factor present, which may be a contribu- 
tory cause, is that the farrier for some years 
has had a forge for use when shoeing the horses, 
situated in an empty box at one end of the stable 
where the corn bins are kept. We found small 
pieces of metal in the centre of some of the 
ealeuli, but could not identify their origin. 
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DEEP THROAT WOUND IN A 
TERRIER FROM A RUBBER BAND

A three-year-old mongrel terrier dog was 
brought to my surgery about a fortnight ago, 
the owner saying that it was thought that some- 
one had tried to cut its throat. He had noticed 
that morning that the dog was carrying his head 
in a peculiar manner, and on raising his head 
« wound was noticed stretching from behind one 
ear to a similar position on the other side and 
being fully an inch deep in front. 

There was no history of any bleeding having 
been noticed; the wound was showing granula- 
tions, and obviously was of some long standing. 

I suggested that he might have been caught 
in a snare, but as he was a town dog and had 
not been lost this was ruled out. 

To get the wound cleaned 1 gr. of morphia 
was given, and on clipping away the hair it 
was found that the wound ran right round the 
neck, being about 4 in. deep on the top, and 
there I found a thin rubber band, such as one 
puts round papers. 

This was removed and the wound is healing 
rapidly. 

I wonder how long this band must have been 
in position to cause such a deep wound, and how 
much longer it would have taken to kill the dog. 


BRUCELLA ABORTUS INFECTION IN 
NEW ZEALAND 


Writing in the New Zealand Medical Journal 
of August, 1932, F. S, Maclean states that thirty- 
six cases of undulant fever have been recognised 
in New Zealand during the past three years. 
Since contagious abortion is very prevalent 
among the cattle, and since neither Br. melitensis 
nor the porcine type of abortus has ever been 
encountered, the presumption is that they are all 
due to infection with the bovine type of abortus. 
All but three of the cases occurred in the North 
Island. Diagnosis was based on the existence of 
fever, of specific agglutinins in the blood ranging 
from 1 in 80 to 1 in 12,500, and of one or more 
of the common symptoms of the disease. Of the 
thirty-six cases, twenty-seven occurred in males, 
and twenty in farm workers, even though farm 
workers constitute only about five per cent. of 
the population. As regards the mode of infec- 
tion, twenty-five cases had definitely, or possibly, 
had contact with infected animals; the remaining 
eleven cases, constituting about one-third of the 
total number, were probably infected through 
drinking milk. Only one case proved fatal.

Boyd reports an outbreak of amoebic dysentery 
among a pack of hounds in India. The symptoms 
were diarrhoea with the passage of blood-stained 
mucous. Post-mortem examination showed the 
lesions confined to the large intestine, which was 
congested and in some cases eroded through the 
mucous membrane. One of the kennel assistants 
was found to be passing cysts in his feces. He 
was treated with emetine and the appearance of 
new cases in the hounds ceased.—Vet,. Med. 


Review 


{The Fellowship of the Horse, by Lieut.-Colonel 
S. G. Gotpscumipt, Illustrated by Charles 
Simpson, (Published by Country Life, Ltd., 
20, Tavistock Street, London, W.C. Price 
12s. 6d.)] 

In the above-mentioned book, which was first 
published in 19380, Lieut.-Colonel Goldschmidt 
has gone to infinite pains to place before the 
public the subject of Fellowship in perfect 
detail. As he very rightly says, it is ** necessary 
for every horseman to know not only how to 
imake himself understood but also to understand 
what his horse wishes to convey to him,” and 
there is “a language that has to be learned by 
both mount and man and until this language 
is learned there can be no efficient horseman- 
ship and certainly no fellowship.” He further 
adds that ‘* to attain a complete understanding, 
i.e., the true fellowship of the horse, expert 
tuition, study, and unremitting practice are 
necessary, and, in addition, the immense amount 
of thought that all horsemen have to give to the 
subject.” 

Unquestionably the psychology of the horse- 
man is a factor which has to be reckoned with, 
and though there are horses and horses as well 
as horsemen and horsemen, it is only by the 
exercise of sympathy, tact, rational 
handling on the part of the one, that there can 
be the reciprocation of obedience, the desire to 
enjoy, and the pleasure to live in comfort on 
the part of the other. The sympathetic bond is 
the dominant factor whereby the happiest rela- 
tions can be well established. The expressions 
“a cur,” “a pig,’ and other unfitting words, 
should have no place in the language of fellow- 
ship. Observation and a well-reasoned policy 
of treatment is the highroad to mutual under- 
standing between horseman and horse. Confi- 
dence is begotten by a study and adaptation of 
the principles of heredity, conformation, so- 
called temperament, environment, rational 
handling and feeding. 

Colonel Goldschmidt very strongly advocates 
a complete course of schooling, and gives in- 
stances in support of it. He affirms that ‘“‘ The 
riding school is the quickest and most efficient 
medium both for teaching the rider and for the 
early breaking and schooling of the saddle 
horse.’’ His advice to those wishing to learn to 
ride, and to improve in riding, is to place them- 
selves under a capable instructor. He makes a 
special point in the help which the walls of a 
riding school afford to both rider and _ horse, 
or as he tersely expresses it, “‘ the wall of the 
school is the dictionary which helps to translate 
and to make the rider’s indications intelligible.” 
He further adds that ‘ Given a school correctly 
used, it will be found that the time required to 
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break a horse will be reduced in the aggregate 
from months to weeks, and each lesson reduced 
from hours to minutes. 

His chapter on the use and misuse of bit, whip 
and spur is most illuminating, and he makes a 


strong point that ‘‘ no greater cause of mis- 


understanding exists than a wrongly bitted 
horse, or one in dread of an injudiciously used 
spur. The selection of the most appropriate bit 
for both horse and rider he shows to be 
immensely important; the correct lengths of 
hunting crop and “ cutting whip’*’ and their 
respective uses are discussed ; and for the proper 
training of horses he considers the use of the 
spur essential. He remarks: “* There is no use 
muddling along without spurs, and the part 
played by them is positive. Without their use 
the breaker’s time and energies are wasted.” He 
affirms that the best mannered, most temperate 
and patient horses are to be found in the Army 
and mounted police, where rowelled spurs are 
compulsory. Though they may be useful in the 
schooling of polo ponies, rowelled spurs are not 
allowed in the game. 

In a chapter on “ Side Saddle and the Fellow- 
ship,’’ the merits and demerits of the cross 
saddle and side saddle are commented on in 
relation to control of horse, safety and comfort 
of rider, convenience, costumes and expense, the 
conclusions arrived at being that if astride riders 
do not find their seat as secure as they could 
wish, they should put themselves through a 
reasoned course of instruction. 

In chapters devoted to children’s ponies and 
children in the hunting field, the theme is for 
children to start young, say at six or seven 
years, if they are strong and well grown, and 
to exercise care and attention in the selection of 
a suitable pony—preferably a small narrow pony 
and one quiet in the stable and quiet to mount. 
If bought at a very young age, say two-and-a- 
half years, child and pony can, as it were, grow 
up together, a firm friendship thus being estab- 
lished. On introduction to the hunting field, an 
experienced hunting pilot is advocated to show 
the boy or girl the way across country, and to 
induct him or her into the amenities, customs, 
and real sport of the Hunt. 

We can confidently recommend the book to 
veterinary professional circles, and to all who 
are interested in horses and in the promotion of 
health which the pursuit of riding and hunting 
affords. It is presented in pleasing form, and 
deductions are well enunciated sub- 
stantiated. 


Hitherto, the radium supply for the world has 
been produced in the Katanga area in the Congo, 
but the discovery of a new and rich radium source 
in Canada has been announced. It is situated 


near the Great Bear Lake in Northern Canada, 
some 35 miles south of the Arctic Circle, and it is 
hoped that the plant installed will produce its 
first gramme of radium in a few weeks’ time.

|“* Tick-borne Fever’ (A Hitherto Undescribed 

Disease in Sheep.) Gorpvon, W. S., BROWNLEE, 

A., Wiitson, D. R. and MacLeop, J. (1932). Jour. 

Comp. Path. and Ther. XLV. (4), 301-312. Four 

charts. 6 refs.) 

There occurs in the sheep on at least some of 
the tick-infested farms of Scotland a hitherto 
undescribed disease the infective agent of which 
is transmitted by Jxodes ricinus L: the authors, 
therefore, have named the condition * tick- 
borne fever.” 

The investigations here described were 
prompted by their earlier finding that sheep 
believed to be immune to louping-ill showed a 
febrile reaction in common with non-imimune 
controls, when grazed on the tick-infested 
pesture of a louping-ill farm. In the result it 
was found that the condition was a febrile tick- 
borne affection identical with that observed by 
MacLeod (1982) in the course of preliminary 
studies on the tick transmission of louping-ill, 
when he showed that animals which had re- 
covered from this reaction were not immune to 
that disease. 

In this paper are recorded the result of pre- 
liminary observations on the nature of the 
affection and experiments are described to show 
that (1) the febrile reactions which occurred 
in louping-ill immune and_= louping-ill non- 
immune sheep while grazed on a “ diseased 
farm ” were due to “ tick-borne fever ” infec- 
tion, (2) a specific immunity can be produced in 
sheep, and (3) louping-ill and ‘‘tick-borne fever’ 
are immunologically distinct. 

The infection can be passed from sheep to 
sheep in series by subcutaneous inoculation of 
biood from affected animals, but the nature of 
the infecting agent has not been established, 
notwithstanding many attempts to demonstrate 
the presence of a bacterium, protozoon, parasite, 
or filterable virus. In contradiction to louping- 
ill, tick-borne fever’? cannot be induced in 
mice, and the authors have so far been unable 
to transmit the infectidn to any of the ordinary 
laboratory animals, 

When transmitted from sheep to sheep by 
inoculation the disease is characterised by an 
incubation period of about four days, the sub- 
sequent febrile phase lasting about ten days: 
in animals killed during this phase the only 
pathological Change observed is splenic enlarge- 
ment. The presence of the infective agent has 
heen demonstrated in the blood, spleen and 
central nervous system, and its presence in the 
last-named suggests the interesting possibility 
that it may, in some way, favour the invasion 
of the central nervous system with the louping- 
ill virus. The mortality incidence is low, and 
after recovery most animals are comparatively 
immune to further infection, W. 3B. 


|Observations on the Gonads of Male Birds 
affected with Fowl Paralysis (Neurolympho- 
matosis Gallinarum). Biely, J., and Palmer, 

V. E. (1932). Canad. J. Res., 7, 293-9. 2 plates. 

2 figs. (12 refs.).} 

The authors have made a detailed clinical 
und pathological study of six adult male birds. 
They state that they have selected for deserip- 
tion these six male birds, showing various 
manifestations of the disease, from a_ large 
nuinber of paralysed male birds which they have 
examined. As will be seen from the data sub- 
mitted, however, only three—possibly four—oft 
the six birds had shown clinical symptoms. The 
birds under discussion were hatched from eggs 
obtained from a flock in which fowl paralysis 
and Ivmphomatous tumours were prevalent, 

Two of the birds were normal in appearance 
nnd in good condition at the time when they 
were killed. One appeared “ pale in the face ” 
but showed no signs of paralysis. In the other 
three there was some evidence of incodrdina- 
tion of movement or slight paresis and even 
paralysis of a wing or leg, but apparently no 
advanced symptoms of paralysis were present 
in any of the birds. The age of five of the birds 
varied from 108 to 159 days and the sixth bird 
was 332 days old. 

In two of the birds, aged 116 and 128 days 
respectively, one of the testicles (the left in each 
case) was enlarged, tumour-like in consistence, 
translucent and greyish yellow or white in 
colour, One of these two birds had shown some 
incoédrdination of movements before it) was 
killed and a wing was also affected, but in the 
other bird no symptoms of disease had been 
detected. Sections of the enlarged testicles were 
examined histologically and found to have the 
uppearance of a typical lymphomatous tumour. 
The seminiferous tubules were obliterated by 
the infiltration. Mitotic figures were common. 
As regards the nervous system, lesions typical 
of neurolymphomatosis were found in both cases, 
hut they were more generalised in that which 
had shown clinical symptoms. In the livér, 
islets of lymphoid infiltration were also seen, 
No reference is made to the histological appear- 
ance of the non-enlarged testicles in these two 
birds, 

In another two birds, aged 108 and 159 days 
respectively, the testicles were undeveloped, 
while in the case of the last two, the testicles 
were macroscopically normal, 

On microscopic examination of the testes of 
the latter group of four birds, lymphoeytie in- 
filtration, which varied in degree, was also 
found and coincided with the presence of lesions 
of a similar nature in the nervous system. 

The authors believe that the data presented 
on the association of fowl paralysis with tumour- 
like masses in the testes would seem to bring 
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further evidence in support of the view that 
the lymphoid infiltration in the nervous system 
and in the viscera is a response to a common 
if not identical etiological agent. 

|} Although it has been stated that there are 
grounds for believing that the inale bird may 
play a part in transmission of the disease and 
suggestive evidence has been produced that 
fowl paralysis (Neurolymphomatosis, Marek’s 
paralysis) may be transmitted from the adult 
te the chick through the egg, neither of these 
points has yet been satisfactorily proved experi- 
mentally under accurately controlled and ideal 
conditions. The fact that spermatogenesis may 
apparently be delayed or entirely suppressed 
and the normal function of the ovary seriously 
interfered with in affected birds renders such 
experiments difficult to make. | 


|The Réle of Hormones in the Determination of 
Mammary Secretion, Simonnet, M. H. Recueil 
de Médecine Vétérinaire Vol. 108, No. 5., 


In this essay the author confines himself to 
a consideration of the physiological aspect of 
the subject which, after some pertinent remarks 
on the constitution of the udder, he divides into 
three branches, vis.: development of the udder, 
ewakening of the milk secretion, maintenance 
and drying up of the milk. 

At puberty the evolution of the udder and of 
the genital organs is under the influence of the 
ovary. Ovariectomy before puberty suppresses 
the changes, which are related to the action of 
the follicular hormone. In the adult non-gravid 
female at each sex cycle the udder and uterus 
undergo some amount of development and re- 
gression, again depending on the ovary. During 
gestation are to be noted, together with udder 
development, the presence of the yellow body 
of gestation, foetus and placenta and modifiea- 
tions of the uterine wall, and though some of 
these may not be without influence, the main 
factor in udder development is that of follicu- 
lin; it is probable, however, that a hormone 
of the yellow body acts as a_sensitiser for 
folliculin. 

The mechanism through which the promotion 
of milk secretion is brought about has not been 
elucidated, but the promotion of the milk 
secretion at the end of gestation or on separa- 
tion of the ovum, expelled or dead (the udder 
being sutticiently developed), is probably attri- 
butable to hormone activity. It may be an 
activating hormone, stimulating the udder at 
parturition, an inhibiting hormone (hitherto 
active, and disappearing) or a double action— 
appearance of the excitant and disappearance 
of the inhibitor. 

The author suggests, as an explanation of the 
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ewwakening of the milk secretion, that as the 
hormones, folliculin and lutein, which have 
presided over the development of the udder up 
to the time of calving, now disappear, the gland 
ceases to proliferate and commences to secrete 
—in a sense degenerates. It cannot be affirmed, 
however, that ho specific stimulant of the cells 
appears and liberates the secretion, After its 
promotion, the mntintenance cof the milk secre- 
tion is attributable to the drawing of the teats, 
thus evacuating the product and exciting the 
secretory cells. Drawing maintains the secre- 
tion in non-fecund females and in lactating 
males. The nervous system, apart from its 
action on the blood supply, has little influence 
on milk secretion, Extract of the posterior 
pituitary, through its action on the smooth 
Inuscle fibres of the sinus and teats, increases 
the output of milk. The quantity and quality of 
the milk may be enhanced by age, species, food 
and drink, and season, but how these act is 
unknown. The causes of the drying up of the 
milk (apart from not drawing the bag) are in- 
sufficiently Known. The ovary has an influence, 
since in cows castrated while in milk the secre- 
tion persists. It seems that the only certain 
factor in the maintenance or the drying up of 
the secretion is the process of milking, which 
Trees the product already formed and excites 
the gland cells.

| Spectrophotometrical Experiments with the 

Hemoglobin of Healthy and Diseased Animals. 

Krupski, A. Schweiz. Archiv f. Tierhlk. 1932. 

Vol. 74, No. 10.) 

The author performed considerable work to 
determine whether the streptoscopical examina- 
tion of hemoglobin can afford any advantage 
in the reeognition of diseases of domestic 
animals. Solutions of hemoglobin were obtained 
in all cases by lysis of washed red blood 
corpuscles and subjected to test by the spectro- 
scope by a somewhat complicated technique. Both 
healthy and diseased horses and cattle were exain- 
ined and the results are given in several tables. 
The main finding was negative in that no marked 
difference occurred between the hremoglobin of 
healthy and diseased animals, ‘ 
J. KE. 


The rabbit pest in Australia is one of the best 
examples of the danger of introducing a foreign 
animal into a country where it is not known; and 
several striking examples are to be found in other 
parts of the world. The most recent is that of the 
musk rat, which has been introduced into this 
country from North America for fur-farming pur- 
poses. Several of the musk rats escaped, and 


these have multiplied at an alarming rate and 
are now doing a considerable amount of damage 
in many districts.

UNITED PROVINCES, INDIA 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WORK OF THE 
CIVIL VETERINARY DEPARTMENT 
FOR 1931-82* 


Captain Hickey continued in charge of the 
Department as Director throughout the year 
and submits the report. He was assisted by two 
Superintendents, three Deputy Superintendents 
and 214 subordinates, Major Preston i.v.s., re- 
tired from the office of Superintendent during 
the year. 

Diskase.—There was a considerable increase 
in the mortality from contagious disease, more 
particularly from rinderpest. Six cases of 
glanders were destroyed and one case of dourine 
was discovered. Inoculations numbering 173,678 
were carried out in 1,739 outbreaks of rinderpest 
by the “ serum alone ” method and 663 by the 
serum simultaneous method, using bull 
virus.”’ More extensive application of the 
“serum simultaneous method limited 
owing to restriction of funds, It is stated that 
the iodine injection treatment of rinderpest in 
the early stages of the disease was continued 
With successful results. The number of cases 
treated at veterinary hospitals and dispensaries 
showed a satisfactory increase and there was 
also a notable increase in the number of animals 
“astrated. 

The headquarters and circle laboratories were 
busily occupied in diagnostic and other work. 

Successful experiments were conducted with 
Bayer 205 for surra and with Danistol and 
carbon tetrachloride for liver tluke disease. The 
cost of the former drug is regarded as prohibi- 
tive for general use. 

GENERAL.—It is a matter for regret that the 
good work of the Department continues to be 
restricted by want of funds. Touring by inspect- 
ing officers had- to be curtailed and several 
stallion stands had to be closed down. Three 
additional veterinary hospitals were opened, 
however, though other applications had to be 


refused.

port. The motion was carried unanimously. 


Parliamentary Committee. 

Lieut.-Colonel BrirrLEBANK read the following 
report of the Parliamentary Committee on Janu- 
ary 4th:—- 

The minutes of the previous meeting, having 
been printed and circulated, were taken as read 
and signed as correct. 

The question of the appointment of Parlia- 
mentary Agents was deferred until the next meet- 
ing, the Secretary being instructed to communi- 
cate with the N.V.M.A. on the matter. 

The following Parliamentary Bills were sub- 
mitted: * Humane Slaughter of Bovine Animals ”; 
**Exportation of Horses ” Protection of Dogs”; 
“Protection of Animals (Amendment) ”; “ Coal 
Mines (Protection of Animals)”; and * Slaughter 
of Animals ”; together with a copy of Clause 85 
of the Norwich Corporation Bill dealing with the 
power to inspect cows and take samples of milk. 

It was resolved: “ (a) That in the case of the 
‘Protection of Dogs Bill’ the Committee reaflirms 
its previous resolution on this matter; (b) That in 
the case of the ‘Coal Mines (Protection of Animals) 
Bill’ the President and Chairman be authorised 
to take such action as they may deem necessary.” 

No action was found necessary in the case of 
the other Bills. 

Professor Buxton was appointed to represent 
- College on the National Milk Publicity Coun- 
cil. 

A request was received from the Secretary of 
the Committee on Cattle Diseases of the Economic 
Advisory Council for a memorandum on_ the 
matters embraced in the terms of appointment 
of the Committee, but after due consideration it 
was resolved: “ That the Secretary be instructed 
to reply that it is outside the functions of the 
Council to comply with the request made, but 
that no doubt individual members of the Council 
would be very willing to render such assistance 
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to the Committee as may lie within their power.” 

A report was received from Colonel Young 
with regard to the Sanitary Institute Congress at 
Brighton, and it was resolved: “ That the thanks 
of the Committee be conveyed to Colonel Young 
for his services.” 

On a motion by Captain W. G. Wraaa, the 
meeting resolved itself into committee lo discuss 
the report. On return to Council the report was 
received and adopted unanimously. 


Library and Publications Committee. 

Mr. G. H. Livesey, Chairman, read the report 
of this committee, dated January 6th, as follows:

REGISTER, 1933 

Estimates from three firms were submitted 
for composing end printing 4,000 copies of a 
volume containing the Acts and Charters and 
3,000 copies of a volume containing the re- 
mainder of the matter in the Register, the 
lowest tender being that of Messrs. H. 
Grubb, Ltd., amounting to £120 and £170 re- 
spectively, the latter price being on a three 
years’ contract.

The Librarian submitted, on the instructions 
of the Committee, a short History of the College 
for insertion in the new edition of the Register. 
It was resolved: “ That with certain’ verbal 
amendments the statement drawn up by the 
Librarian be approved and printed as an intro- 
duction to the Register.” 

Librarian’s Report._-The Librarian submitted 
a report showing that during the past quarter 
142 volumes had been sent out on loan, and that 
57 members and visitors had signed the Visitors’ 
Book. Notice had been received that the Cancer 
Review would cease publication at the end of the 
current volume. The Librarian recommended 
that a number of Government Reports now in 
paper covers should be bound. It was resolved:

The PReEsipENT: The next point in that con- 
nection is the date.

VETERINARY INSPECTION IN WILTSHIRE 
After considerable discussion, the Wiltshire 


Agricultural Committee decided, at a recent meet- 
ing, that another whole-time veterinary officer was 
necessary to ensure an adequate inspection of 
the 100,000 cows kept in the county. 
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The Diseases of Animals Sub-Committee §re- 
ported that they approved of the following reso- 
lution passed by the Joint Milk Sub-Committee 
of the Public Health and Housing, Agricu!tural, 
and General Purposes Committees, appointed to 
supervise the work of the Council in regard to 
milk:—‘*‘ That in view of the importance of the 
milk industry, this sub-committee is of opinion 
thal the rouline inspection of cows should be more 
frequent, and that the cows should be examined 
twice a year. The sub-committee understand that 
owing to the amount of work which the County 
Veterinary Officer has at present to carry out, 
it is impossible for him to undertake this exami- 
nation more frequently than once in every three 
years.” 

Mr. D. Combes, chairman of the Diseases of 
Animals Sub-Committee, said that during the past 
ten years tremendous strides had been taken in 
improving the output of milk in the country. 
The consuming public, and public opinion gener- 
ally, had become very censorious, and in the 
opinion of those best qualified to judge, it was 
desirable that there should be more frequent 
inspection of the animals that produced the milk 
supply than was possible under the present 
arrangements. 

In order to carry the terms of the resolution 
into effect, it would be necessary to give the 
County Veterinary Officer, Mr. Golledge, a fully 
qualified assistant inspector for the dairy herds 
of the county, and to ask the Finance Committee 
to increase the estimate by a sum of £600 in re- 
spect of the appointment. The two inspectors 
would devote the whole of their time to routine 
work under the Tuberculosis and Milk and Dairies 
Orders, and regular periodical clinical inspection 
of the herds. 

The Chairman (Mr. A. R. White) said there 
were 100,000 cows kept in Wiltshire, producing 
150,000 gallons of milk a day, most of which went 
to London. It was up to the farmer to see that 
milk was pul on the market as clean and pure as 
possible. 

They wanted to increase consumption, and as 
long as they did not have the confidence of the 
consumer, consumption would go down. 

Whether it cost ¢600 or £1,200, he felt: milk 
was such an important commodity to the farmer- 
producer that they should approve that resolution. 
They did not want pasteurisation, especially hav- 
ing regard to the position of the smallholder. 
Three-monthly inspections would be preferable, 
and this was the view of the Council of Agricul- 
ture in London. ‘ 

Mr. Combes said that while he had every con- 
fidence in the work done by the present part- 
time veterinary surgeons, as a business man he 
said quite frankly that he should hesitate to 
value the work they could give in these inspec- 
tions in the same measure as he should the work 
done by a whole-time surgeon. The work of the 
present inspector had been so generally satisfac- 
tory that they were entitled to assume that this 
was the most satisfactory form of inspection they 
could give as regarded clinical inspection. 

The resolution was agreed to, and will go to 
the Finance and Public Health Committees.

They were of opinion that the 
agricultural community would suffer a_ serious 
loss if the College ceased to function owing to 
the lack of funds.

REMOVAL OF THE EMBARGO ON CANADIAN 
CATTLE 


With the issue of a Treasury Order bringing into 
operation Section 8 of the Ottawa Agreement Act, 
which permits the importation of all Canadian 
cattle into this country, another step in the pro- 
cess of giving full effect to the Anglo-Canadian 
trade pact has been taken. 

The section in question carries out the agree- 
ment reached at Ottawa between the Governments 


-of the United Kingdom and Canada on a matter 


which has been the subject of considerable dis- 
pute for the previous 10 years. The Importation 
of Animals Act passed in 1922 provided for the 
landing of Canadian store cattle in this country 
without their being required to be slaughtered, 
and under the new Act this will apply to all Cana- 
dian cattle, with the proviso that the Minister of 
Agriculture may require the cattle to be 
slaughtered at the port of landing if, in his 
opinion, they could be used for breeding and are 
not suitable for that purpose. 

The period of detention in Canadian ports 
before shipment, which has been three days in the 
case of store cattle, is to be reduced to one day, 
and the condition imposed by the Act of 1922 that 
the cattle must be marked indelibly is cancelled. 

Commenting on the Order, Mr. W. A. Wilson, 
Canadian Animal Products Trade Commissioner 
in London, in speaking to a representative of the 
Canadian Gazetie, said:——“‘ The main points of the 
new situation that has been arranged are first 
of all the reduction of quarantine on the Canadian 
side from three days to one. Canadian shippers 
can now make closer contact with the steamers, 
because they can buy and load at the shortest 
notice and the expense of retaining them for the 
longer period before loading is saved. Owners 
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and dealers in the cattle market can buy and can 
decide to export as speedily as possible. Veteri- 
nary surgeons will not be required in future on 
the voyage to this country, though there will still, 
of course, be the usual veterinary inspection on 
landing. 


MODIFICATION OF CANADIAN REGULATIONS 


The Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries has 
been officially informed that the Canadian Govern- 
ment, in pursuance of the Ottawa Agreements, are 
now prepared to issue permits for the importation 
into Canada of pedigree cattle, sheep, goats, other 
ruminants and swine from Great Britain, provided 
that the animals are accompanied by a certificate 
of the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries to 
the effect that they have been detained in the 
London Quarantine Station at the East India 
Docks, under the provisions of the Quarantine 
Stations (Regulation) Order of 1928, for a period 
of 14 days immediately preceding embarkation 
for Canada. Animals imported will be 
quarantined for a further 14 days on arrival at 
the quarantine station in Canada. 

The effect of this arrangement is that importa- 
tion of such stock from Great Britain into Canada 
is now permitted during periods when the country 
is not entirely free from foot-and-mouth disease. 
Hitherto, permits have been issued only when 
England and Wales, or Scotland, as the case 
might be, have been free from foot-and-mouth 
disease for at least the preceding 60 days, and 
the animals have been quarantined for 30 days 
on arrival in Canada, but no quarantine in this 
country before embarkation has been required. 
It will still be possible, during recognised periods 
of freedom of England and Ww ales, or Scotland, 
from foot-and-mouth disease, to obtain permits 
for importations into Canada under these condi- 
tions direct without going through the 
London Quarantine Station, but subject ¥; the 
existing quarantine period (30 days) at the Cana- 
dian sea -board). 
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USE OF MASSIVE RADIUM UNITS 

It will be remembered that as a result of the 
uncertainty existing as to the soundness of the 
decision of the Radium Commission to withdraw 
the 4-grainme bomb used for massive radiation 
in the treatment of cancer, a Conference was 
appointed which was representative of the lead- 
ing medical authorities and organisations. An 
interim report was issued in March, 1932, in 
which the Conference approved of the decision 
of the Commission in discontinuing the use of 
the 4-gramme bomb “ at the present juncture,” and 
expressed the opinion that fully-equipped 
radium institute is needed in London, where the 
more difficult and speculative problems connected 
with radium and radium therapy can be studied 
by the combined efforts of the staff. A technical 
committee was then appointed upon which there 
were representatives of physics, radiotherapy and 
medicine, surgery, gynecology and experimental 
“adiation, and in accordance with its report, the 
Conference has issued a statement to the effect 
that it is clear there is a field of usefulness for 
radiation from massive units of radium, given an 
adequate equipment, and men and means. The 
Conference adopts the view of the Technical 
Committee that it is desirable that a radium unit 
containing not less than 5 grammes of radium 
element should be established. The construction 
for radiotherapy treatment and research of an in- 
stitute conveniently situated is also recommended. 
The evidence brought before the Conference has 
convinced its members that the treatment of can- 
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cer by radiation from a massive radium unit 
(tele-radium) is a method the value of which has 
already been proved, sithondhe so far only in a 
limited field. How far these limits can be ex- 
tended is a question which can be settled only 
by co-ordinated clinical, experimental and 
physical research in which the country ought to 
take its share. The larger the unit available the 
more rapidly will its possibilities be discovered, 
and the wider will be the field which can be 
explored. 


LIGHT HORSE BREEDING 
YORKSHIRE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY’S HELP 


At the recently held annual meeting of the York- 
shire Agricultural Society it was decided that 
in view of the withdrawal by the Government of 
their grants for light horse breeding, the Society 
should give a subsidy of £50 each to ‘two premium 
horses for the East and West Ridings and for 
one horse allotted to the North Riding. As the 
Hunters’ Improvement Society are only giving 
one premium to the North Riding, the Society 
will give a subsidy of ¢100 to the next horse in 
merit owned by a Yorkshire owner to travel the 
North Riding. 

The annual report showed that the receipts 
for the year were £19,758 and the expenditure 
17,840. In reference to the show at Middles- 
brough, in July, it was stated that the last show 
held there was in 1905, and that in the interval 
ihe population of the district had risen to about 
half-a-million. The Corporation of Bradford have 
invited the Society to hold its 1934 show at Brad- 
ford, and the same site will be available. Bradford 
holds the record for attendances at the great 
Yorkshire show. 


Horse BREEDERS’ PROTEST 


At the annual meeting of the Cleveland Bay 
Horse Society a vigorous protest was made agi ainst 
the War Office withdrawal of the subsidies granted 
in aid of light horse breeding. 

Mr. William Grayson (Normanby Stud) said that 
while every credit was due to the Hunters’ Im- 
provement and Light Horse Breeding Society for 
the — it had taken, the fact remained that the 
withdrawal of Government grants in aid had 
made it almost impossible to carry on a_ stud. 
Would-be breeders of horses could not afford the 
necessary fees, and in the absence of premiums 
enc who kept stallions could not altlempt to 

ravel wide areas and to carry the burden of 
ihe enormous expense ipcurred. He believed the 
tendency in the direction of mechanising the 
Army was being overdone, so much so that it had 
not the whoichearted support of the cavalry offi- 
cers of experience. Throughout the Cleveland 
district there was a shortage of good brood mares, 
and if there were to be a sudden demand for 
horses suitable for Army purposes he candidly 
did not know where they could be obtained. The 
situation was not getling any better, neither was 
the outlook any brighter. 

Mr. John W. Lett (Scagelethorpe Manor) sup- 
ported the protest, and urged that the Govern- 
ment should be approached ‘with a view to grants 
in aid being renewed.

“ THERAPEUTICS IN 1932 ” 

In an editorial review of therapeutic progress 
during the past year, the British Medical Journal 
commences by noting the Pasteur Institute mono- 
graph on preventive vaccination for tuberculosis 
in man and animals by B CG. This is a collec- 
tion of forty-six reports from various countries, 
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excluding France, giving the results of several 
vears’ observation of various groups of infants 
brought up under identical conditions of contact 
with ‘tuberculous infection. Some of these infants 
were vaccinated with B C G and others were un- 
vaccinated. It is claimed that these reports de- 
monstrate once again the harmlessness of the 
method and its efficacy in diminishing the mor- 
tality from tuberculosis. 

Recent revorts of the results of active immuni- 
sation against diphtheria go to show that the 
success of this method is becoming year by year 
more striking, while the increasing eflicacy of 
serum- therapy in streptococcal infections permits 
the hope that such infections, even the hemolytic 
types, may be robbed of their terrors. 2. coli 
infections apparently yield excellent results 
under treatment by the serum of Vincent. 

Mention is made of the critical views of Sir 
Almroth Wright (published in the Lancet of 
August Ist, 1982) on the action of different anti- 
septics into the treatment of the septicaemias: 

“vet the drugs he condemns as_ useless enjoy 
considerable popularity, if not always success.’ 

Among the diuretics recommended, Glaessner 
advocates the oral administration of distilled 
water for uremia and urinary lithiasis, and 
Nonnenbruch has practised successfully intra- 
abdominal injection of salygran (2 c.cm.) in cases 
of ascites. Liver therapy in pernicious and other 
grave anzmias continues to prove its value, and 
the advances made in anesthetics with intra- 
venous injections of such drugs as pernocton, 
nembutal and sodium bromide are noteworthy. An 
interesting addition has been made to the treat- 
ment of gastric ulcer and hyperchlorhydria with 
the injection of extract of the posterior lobe of the 
pituitary.
